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New Hampshire's Evening Schools. 


In accordance with a law passed by the Legislature last win- 


ter New Hampshire is hereafter to have evening schools, with 
compulsory attendance on the part of all persons between 16 
and 21 years of age who cannot speak and read (he English 
language. In order to insure Ihe.attendance of all who need 
the benefits to be derived from-such schools it will be neces- 
sary for persons within the age limit who are employed in any 
industry'to have certificates slipwing that they are attending 
school as required by law, and'any one employing such per- 
sons without certificates will be liable to a fine not exceeding 
£50.' The required certificates will be issued by superinten- 
dents of schools. 


Laws similar to this arc in force in other slates, and in 


• establishing these evening schools New Hampshire has taken 


»s(ep in the right direction. 
In every industrial community 


there are numerous young people, many of them foreigners, 
•working in'the shops and factories, and who are unable lo 
speak or read English. 
In (heir desire for steady employment, 


which in itself is very commendable, they are apt to overlook 
the necessity of learning the language of flic country in which 
they expect to live, and it is for their benefit and the benefit 
of the slalc that.provision has been made for these evening 
schools, which will be opened in every sizable community. 
Competent Instructors will be provided and the schools will 
be .conducted with a view to obtaining speedy and lusting 
results. 
" 


In ii self-governing country iNs not only necessary, but im- 


pelative that all classes of the population should be educated 
to ah extent to fit them for the common duties of citizenship, a 
fact which might not be realized by foreigners who have come 
here to make their homes. Most of them come with an eager- 
ness to begin work immediately and better their material con- 
dition, and most of llicni.make good citizens. But a knowledge 
of the laiiguage'-of the. country expedites their development 
into "Americans," and the establishment of evening schools 
for teaching them the language is not only considerate, but 
politic. The state and those who attend the schools will be 
mutually benefited. 


There should now be hearty co-operation on the part of all 


concerned., School authorities and employers should .work 
hind in hand to secure" the greatest advantages from the facili- 
ties that have been provided. 
There is no doiibt that those 


who arc obliged to attend the evening schools will quickly 
recognize the benefits to be derived and lhal Hie results will 
be worth far more than the cos't. 


, 
It. is true that foreigners who conic to this country and rc- 


' main here all learn English sooner or later, but to the younger 
element the evening schools arc of great assistance, and (he 
Legislature did the proper thing when it made provision for 
sudi schools. 
Much is said these days about "Americaniza- 


tion," and there could hardly be a more direct road to that end 
than that provided by (he evening school.
